April 28, over 900 workers of the Taeyang Metal Company Ltd, in 
Kangdong District, Seoul, put up a five-point demand including a 40 per 

cent wage raise, payment of 400 per cent bonus and expulsion of "government"'- 
sanctioned trade union bose of the company and staged a sit-dow: demanding 
the company side to comply with it at once. 


More than 500 workers of the Tongyang machine, an automobile accessories 
factory in Yongdungpo District, Seoul, gathered in the yard in front of 
the factory and boycotted work from noon that day and staged a sit-down 
demanding a 40 per.cent wage hike and the annual payment of 400 per cent 
bonus as the factory side promised. 


The workers continued the sit-down, saying that they would enter in an all 
night sit-down and resort to violent methods including the closing of the 
factory in case their demand was not met. 


The workers of footwear manufacturing enterprises in Pusan demanded a wage 
raise up to 60 per cent. 


The workere denounced the employers for not paying a bonus as they promised 
and warned that they would launch a more powerful struggle in case their 
demand was turned down. 


Over 80 scavengers in Mokpo City, South Cholla Province, put up a seven- 
point demand including higher wages and rose in collective struggle on 


April 28, 


They demanded the city authorities to conclude a collective agreement and 
reinstate dismissed workers. 


About 100 small pcultry breeders in Chung-myon in Koyang County, Kyonggi 
Province, gathered in th: Sajik park in Seoul that day and staged a sit-down

(Sce Table 2) reshuffle included the aboli- 
tion of two commissions and three ministries, establishment of three new cum- 
missions and cight ministries, elevation of one ministry to the status of commis 
sion, and downgrading of two commissions to that of ministry.

Though Tables 2 and 3 are a superficial sketch of the changes, they reveal, 
upon close examination, some changing aspects of north Korea's economy. Some 
organs declared “abolished” were not actually discontinued but reorganized into 











commissions which were newly established or whose status was clevated or down, 
also indicative of the changing aspects of the -conomy. 


Together with the enlargement of the administrative machinery, the ascending 
of many technocrats has been notable in local administration which was dom? 
nated by “revolutionary” members of the Party. When Kim Il-sung started his

‘WODONG SINMUN' PUBLISHES ARTICLES ON KIM CHONG-IL

(Text) Three major articles in NODONG SINMUN, organ of the north Korean 
Workers’ (Communist) Party, on February 14, one day before the 40th birth- 
day anniversary of President Kim Il-song's son Chong-il, concerned the 
cementing of the young Kim's position as successor to his father, They 
were followed by an article about the "great leader Comrade Kim Il-song," 
placed in the lower half of Page 2. 


It is unusual for the paper to put en article about President Kim after 
others, except editorials. 


The three articles were an editorial titled "Let Us Glorify Our Party's 

Proud History With Great Achievements," a report introducing the Anju Area 
Mining Enterprise, and a story on the relief of lighthouse keepers on Chamae 
Ieland. The fourth article covered a forum held to mark the 10th anniversary 
of Kim's presentation of his two works, "Education and Literary Arts Should 
Contribute to Establishing the People's Revolutionary World View" and "Some 
Problems on Succeeding the National Cultural Heritage." 








The editorial strongly called for Party members’ loyalty to the junior Kim. 
it said, "We should firmly establish revolutionary morale and discipline 
under which the whole Party uniformly moves in accordance with the intent 
of the Party Center..." 


The second article praised the junior Kim's leadership, citing the merit of 
the “speed war," a hard-work campaign which was reportedly proposed by the 
young Kim. "Ail workers of the mining enterprise...are striving to advance 
the speed war to greet the sixch Party Congress with a great political zeal 
and glorious achievements," said the article. 


The third article, -itled "Wew Legend of Chamae Island," was designed to 
propel the personality cult of the junior Kim. "An order came from the 
Party Center to save Comrade Li Chun-ok," said the article. It indicated 
that the jumior Kim is so benevolent that he used troops of the air force 
and navy ae well as medical teams in saving the lighthouse keeper when 
“a danger of war hung over the peninsula--in August, 1976."
